With the arrival a 
few days ago of 75 new bo^ks* inost 
of them current best-sellers, it 
provides a wide selection for the 
nan who finds recreation and en- 
ioyment in reading. The new select¬ 
ion includes, "The Ro^e" by Lj oyd 
C. Douglas, still riding in first 
place on the best-seller list, a 
dozen or so new mysteries and wes¬ 
tern stories, eight new biographies-, 
including Audie Mau.rois',"I Remem¬ 
ber I Remember," an excellent shelf 
of new bo ks on the war, another 
of new novels, and a set of mis¬ 
cellaneous subjects ranging from the 
mathematics of radio to the latest 
funny poems of Ogden Nash. 

In the final analysis a book re- 
viewier tells whether he enjoyed t'e 
bo->k he is reviewing.- I claim no 
authority for my own tastes but I 
am. sure some of you will. like a 
few which I have road recently. The 
letters of Bernard Shaw and Ellen - 
Terry will give an intimate glimpse 
of two great artists and fine minds 
having high class fun on paper. 

As love-letters they are unexcelled, 
though the l^ve-making is not very 
serious; most of the letters were 
written before Shaw and Terry ever 
r-et. The biographv of Fanny Kemble, 
thought by some to have been the 
vrorld's greatest actress, gives an 
eye-opening picture of Eng lane, and 
America before and during the Civil 
1:1 ar. (It is not for unreconstructed 
southerners; Miss Kemble was an 
abolitionist as well as an actress 
and writer.) "Life With Father" is 
still ir.y favorite book of humor, 
but there are others on the shelves 
that run it a close race. Drop in 
v. between 0900 and. 1200 or between 
1900 and 2200 . Books can be used 
in the library or checked out, as 
you prefer.
